The pros- 
pects here are very good, and Qod 
la working mightily with this people. 

KKEWATIN.— The Eat Portage of- 
ficers and myself were taken over to 
this place by Brother Wn1«ih and hla 
son, who are both converts. 

After doing a little business, and 
having supper at some friends' house, 
we proceeded to the Presbyterian 
church, which had been kindly lent 
to us for the night by the trustees; 
the nilulster also had been kind 
enough to announce the same. We 
had a fair crowd ; the attendance 
would have been much better if It 
had not been wet, bat as K, was, 
nverythlng went oft well.

Lieutenant Campbell, who has Jnst 
been promoted, sold quite a number 
of War Crys here. I was a.ble_ to ar- 
range for us to Luvb uieetlnga at 
this place. May God (lave all t(ie sin- 
ners there. There are also some 
great sawmills, wiilch emphty a num- 
ber of hands, I never saw wood cut 
up so eapy, They do It with the very 
latest machinery, aud slice up a log 
as quickly and as easy as cutting 

All these mills ars run with water 
power ; water Is very plentiful here. 

We hope to be able to show them ft 
greater power tbao water— the love 
of Ood, and also tell them ttad get 
them to the blood that can wash 
nwny sin, which water never could 
do, 

QELKIIIK.— I was eonveyed here 
by ears, stage and ferry, and found 
the officer expecting a good time at 
tbe meeting* 

Wti bad a fine number at the open- 
air; a Ug crowd of eager listeners 
and some llory testimonies, whleb 
went to the hearts of the Itsteiiera. 
Indoors the hall was nearly full, and 
much conviction was visible. Several 
nf orir soldiers are going llsbliig on 
Lake Winnipeg from this coajm in a. 
few days. M>iy God blsss thuui aiiu 
make them u great power for God, 
and I pray while they are having 
good catches of white fish, the of- 
ficers may have a Ug catch of black 
slunei's.
